JOHNSON BILL 


GOES TO SENATE 


IVASHI.N'GTON, Dec. H.—The. house, 


yesterday transmitted to the senate the 
Johnson bill prohibiting practically all 
Immigration to the United States for a 
period of one year. The votes In the 
house on 
the measure, 
293 to 41. 


brought to an end more than throe 
days of heated debate, on Immigration 
»ffalrs. It also followed futile attempts 
by the bill's supporters to lengthen the 
prohibition period to two years as orig- 
inally proposed. The first of these at- 
tempts brought a rising vote In favor 
ot the two year "exclusion but a second 
call showed 181 in favor of the one 
year period and only 165 opposed. 


In the senate the bill will be referred 


to the immigration committee and ac- 
tion will be deferred until the commit- 
tee has concluded hearings and inves- 
tigated thoroughly all phases of immi- 
gration and naturalization 
questions. 


A number of measures bearing on these 
subjects nre pending In the senate and 
H Is regarded ns likely that they will 
be Incorporated In the 
Johnson bill 


when It Is ITnally reported to the senate 
tor consideration. The attitude of sen- 
ate leaders yesterday was that no hasty 
action should he taken by that body 
Jn dealing with -immigration issues.

GOES TO SENATE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. H.—The house- 


yesterday transmitted to the senate the 
Johnson bill prohibiting practically all 
Immigration to the United Stales for a 
period of one year. The votes In the

measure, 
293 to 
-U, 


brought to an end more than three 
days of heated debate on Immigration 
•flairs. H also followed futile attempts 
by the bill's supporters to lengthen the 
prohibition period to two years as orig- 
inally proposed. The first of these at- 
tempts brought a rising vote in favor 
of the two year exclusion but a second 
call showed 181 In favor of the one 
year period and only 165 opposed. 


In the senate the bill will be referred 


to the Immigration committee and ac- 
tion will be deferred until the commit- 
tee has concluded hearings and inves- 
tigated thoroughly all phases of Immi- 
gration and naturalization 
questions 


A number of measures bearing on these 
subjects are pendlng'In the senate and 
It Is regarded as likely that they will 
be incorporated In the 
Johnson bill 


when It Is finally reported to the sonata 
for consideration. The attitude of sen- 
ate leaders yesterday was that no hasty 
action should be taken by that body 
In dealing wUh Immigration issues.

called to a fire in a high building. 


In metropolH.-.n cities. Uio 
firemen 


have no difficulty in scaling Ihe sky 
scrapers, taking a litllo scaling ladder 
on their shoulders and hoolilng It from 
window to window as they ascend. An 
exhibition of this practice In Lowell 
•would be highly interesting and hence 
ve would suggest to Commissioner 
Salmon that some drills of this kind 
' might be Instituted for the benetH of 


the department and the better protec- 
tion of the city against fire hazards. 


Tho question of water pressure is 


one of great Importance In firo fighting. 
The water department furnishes a liu'.o 
book showing the pressure at each 
hydrant in Iho city of Lowell. Tho 
highest prcssuro Is on Davidson street, 
some, SO pounds, and the lowest in the 


. Highlands, 22 pounds. This, however, 


docs not indicate what the pressure 
would be at the end ot a hope line 
of several hundred 
feet 
In 
length. 


\Yhere the pressure 
at the hydrant 


might bo 15 pounds, that, at the nozzle 
might be reduced to CO pounds or less. 
The firemen are acquainted with the 
loss of pressure when water Is forced 
through a long section of hose pipe 


• lo connect with a fire at somo distance. 


In order to overcome this dlrticulty the 
water in the reservoir would have lo be 
' much higher or the number of hydrants 


In the city greatly increased. 
- This low water pressure Is a serious 
handicap to the department and that Is 
another reason why the firemen should 
be drilled in tt;o various operations of 
fire fighting until ihey can execute them 
In the shortest possible time and un- 
til they can gel lo the 
top 
of our 


highest buildings as quickly-as could 
the firemen of any other city In the 
country.
